Following the suggestion of youT 
president that the Association bring 
to a speedy conclusion its activity in 
monument building, the Washington 
convention directed that the De l'Epee 
monument fund be completed at an 
early date, and designs for the me- 
morial submitted to the next following 
convention. 

When later on it was decided to 
celebrate our fiftieth anniversary in 
1930, your Board thought it would be 
fitting if the monument to De l'Epee 
could be completed and dedicated on 
this auspicious occasion. To this end, 
the proposal to complete the memorial 
and dedicate it at this meeting was 
submitted to the membership in a re- 
ferendum. The proposal was over- 
whelmingly approved. 

At this meeting, we celebrate not 
only our semi-centenary, but also the 
life and work of the good Abbe 
Charles Michel De l'Epee, to whom the 
American deaf owe so much. The 
beautiful memorial that we have erect- 
ed in this city of Buffalo typifies the 
gratitude of the American deaf to a 
pioneer in the education of our kind. 

CAU.AUDET IN HAM, OF EAME 

Your Board was directed by the 
Washington convention to take steps 
looking to the entry of Thomas Hop 
kins Gallaudet, first American educator 
of the deaf, in the Hall of Fame at 
New York University. 

Through the co-operation of Dr. 
Thomas Francis Fox, of New York, 
the name of Gallaudet was formally 
submitted for consideration to the 
directors of the Hall of Fame. But 
it may take several years to effect 
Gallaudet 's entry into the Hall, and 
we hope eventually to be successful. 

ENDOWMENT EUND 

The Kndowment fund of the As- 
soc fatten was started in 1910. In 
1923, after a period of thirteen years, 
; t had grown to about $4,000. In the 
period from 1923 to the present time, 
or seven years, the fund has reached 
nearly $14,000, an increase for the 
period of approximately $10,000. 

At the Washington convention, I 
urged a change in the manner of in- 
vesting and caring for this fund, sug- 
gesting that it be placed in the hands 
if a Trust Company. Accordingly, 
after the convention, your Board of 
Directors authorized the placing of the 
fund in the care of the Central Trust 
Company of Illinois at Chicago, one 
of the strongest institutions of its kind 
in the country. 

The fund is now adminstered in 
that company as Trust No. 7061. It 
is in what is known as a Custodian 
V ' ount, and may be withdrawn by 
the Association at any time. TTie 
Trust Company cares for the invest- 
ment securities of the fund, collects 
interest when due, and notifies the 
■ic iation of all cash balances car- 
ried, so that the money may be rein- 
ed immediately. Under the pre- 
sent arrangement, investment offerings 
are secured by Chairman Stewart of 
the Endowment Fund Trustees, and 
the president of the Association. 
They agree on investments to be made, 
and then direct the Trust Company to 
purchase the securities. The Trust 
Company does not make investments 
for the fund on its own initiative, but 
only by direction of the two responsi- 
ble officers cif the Association. 

This arrangement has worked ad- 
vantageously to the fund. The money 
is kept constantly invested and the 
interest accretions have grown to 
marked proportions. The expense of 
managing this Trust fund has so far 
about $10.00 per year, to cover 
the fee; of the company. If this ar- 
rangement is continued and the money 
kept constantly at work, the Endow - 
fund should amount to around 
$40,000 within the next fifteen years, 
from interest accretions alone, and not 
ng into consideration the addition 
that may be made from other sources.

UAHIf.ITY tM | ANO THE DEAF 

It has been said that npen- 

sation laws, requiring the carrying of 

liability insurance by employer*, have 

d to the disadvantage of the 



workers on the ground that it invali- 
dates the insurance. 

An investigation made by a com- 
mittee appointed by the Convention 
of American Instructors of the Deaf 
some years ago, has been published. 
Letters of inquiry were sent the lead- 
ing Liability and Casualty companies 
of the country. The fact was develop- 
ed that not one of these companies 
made any reference to or discrimination 
against deaf employees in writing com- 
pensation insurance for employers. 
The liability underwritten is a form 
of group insurance, and no distinctions 
are made as to physical qualifications 
of workmen. 

This investigation and other au- 
thentic data secured seem to indicate 
that some employers "pass the buck" 
to the Insurance companies when, for 
reasons of their own, they do not care 
to hire deaf workmen. The chief of 
these reasons may be ignorance on the 
part of employers concerning the 
abilities of the deaf. 

However, it may be said that many 
employers carrying liability insurance 
have not hesitated to employ the deaf. 
They have found them fully capable 
of |x-rforming the duties assigned, that 
the deaf are as a rule more careful 
and watchful than workmen depending 
upon hearing, that accidents to deaf 
workers are rare on this account, that 
they are able on account of their deaf 
ness to concentrate more on the work 
in hand, undisturbed by the noises of 
shop or factory. 

THE DEAE AND MOTOR VEHKI.KS 

Ten years ago, the deaf owner of 
an automobile found it difficult in 
many States to secure and retain a 
driver's license. There was wide- 
spread public prejudice against per- 
mitting a deaf driver on the stt> 
and to 

Today, all this is changed. State 
after State has recognized the right 
of deaf citizens and taxpayers to use 
and enjoy motor vehicles, and conced- 
ed their ability as drivers. Only the 
other day, the rxiwers that be in 
Pennsylvania publicity commended 
the deaf as careful and efficient drivers, 
rating them superior in this respect 
to hearing drivers. Not so long ago, 
Pennsylvania had a law against deaf 
diivers, hut this has been mocln 
due to the efforts of the deaf them 
selves. 

The Traffic: Bureau of tin 

tion, headed by Mr. W. W. P.eaclell, 
Arlington, N. J., has been active 
in removing prejudice wherever found 
against deaf drivers. At the prr 
moment, the Traffic Bureau is extend- 
ing aid to the- deaf of P.rilish Colum- 
bia, who are contending against unjust 
police regulations aimed at deaf 
drivers. 

It is urged that all deaf drivers of 
cars join the American Automobile 

■ tion and the Motor Chj 
their respective localities. In this 
way, contacts are formed that educate 
the hearing as to the abilities of deaf 
drivers. The organized power of the 
Automobile Association and clubs 
serves to more effectively protect tlu-ir 
rights.

Thomas Hopkins (lallaudel is revel- 
ed as the founder of deaf mute edit 
cation in America. Yet, without De 
II Tees work in France, the firm 
establishment of deaf-mute instruction 
in that country, Gallaudet's work in 
America might never have been under- 
taken, and the education of the deal 
delayed indefinitely. 

Gallaudel went to England in 1815, 

seeking the beat methods of educating 

I lie deaf. He was rebuffed there 
Then he went to Prance, where he was 
warmly received by the Abbe Sicard, 
successor of th ( - then deceased Abbe 
He l'Epee. Prance not only gave t'.al 
laudet a grounding in the' methods he 
d, but also gave him Lament 
Clerc. who came to America with him 
""I aided in establishing the first 
American school for the deaf at Hart 
lord in 1817. 

Thus Gallaudet'9 methods ol" in- 
lion, the sign-language and the 
manual alphabet, were derived directly 
from the beginnings in France by De 
l'Epee, In this, we have a pried 
heritage from the good Abbe. To his 
methods we in America today owe the 
high standard of deaf mute education 
We see on every hand intelligent deal 
men and women, doing their share of 
the world's work, conducting them 
selves as worth) citi/ens. Before the 
lime of DC l'Epee, the deal were eon 
sidered incapable of instruction, were 
objects of pity and charity, and in 

ancient times were deliberately done 
with in infai arly child 

hood. 
To France, the country of iv l'Epee, 

leader in art. literature, education and 
culture, America owes much. In the 
hour of our need, I ent us as 

tistance and enabled us to throw off 
Ihe shackles of tyranny. In the houi 
of Prance's greatest danger, America 
sent her sons into the battle for the 
liberty of nations. The two countries 
ire united by the common Kinds of 
o\e of liberty, sympathy, and under- 
standing.
